CURRICULAR, ECONOMIC CHANGES URGED FOR MEDICAL CENTERS 
BY ASSOCIATION OF MEDICAL COLLEGES PRESIDENT PARKS 

(Houston, Tex. Nov. 1) Dr. John Parks, retiring as President of the 
Association of American Medical Colleges, today called upon the nation's 
medical educators to meet the crisis in medical manpower through educational 
and financial readjustment. 

Dean of The George Washington University Medical Center, Washington, D. C., 
Dr. Parks delivered his presidential address to the Association on "The 
University Medical Center," at the 79th Annual Meeting held here. 

His theme is that medical centers need university structuring in academic 
direction and sound financial management to meet the new health delivery systems. 

Curricular course offerings, now given to medical schools only once a year 
should be offered in more than one term, to more than one entering class. Such 
acceleration could mean a student could complete the four year course in three 
while faculties and facilities would be used more efficiently. 

"There is no greater medical frontier today than the central city," the 
Washington Dean stated, noting the change in medical care offered "society's 
least affluent citizens." He said, "The time has come to expand the university 
out-patient department and the private care responsibilities of the faculty 
into a university clinic functioning as a full time group practice organization."

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Dr. Parks noted that the small increase in physician output may be difficult 
for the public and legislators to understand, without the knowledge that the 
university medical center has multiple responsibilities in education and research. 

Another area of medical center concern is that of emergency rooms, 
considered by the public as a substitute for the family doctor. "More than 
accident wards, they serve as important community health centers. Trauma is 
the nation's most important environmental health problem and the leading cause 
of death in the first half of life's span. Trauma units must be expanded and 
properly supervised to meet the needs of the community." 

In tracing the growth of medical centers within the university framework, 
the retiring AAMC President said, "Their growth has outstripped their internal 
managerial capacity. Medical center administration needs the same type of 
coordinated direction that goes into a successful business enterprise: medical 
centers are big business. The hospital and clinic have added a new economic 
dimension to the medical school and in turn to the university. Private medical 
schools must develop sound fiscal policies to survive." 

Now that universities are helping solve the problems of socially neglected 
areas of society and are participating in various federal, state and local 
health programs, educators are being asked to marshal their intellectual and 
economic resources with other graduate schools through the behavioral sciences. 

Humanities, religion, law, bio-engineering and government are working together 
with medicine to treat all of society. Ultimate therapy depends on man's 
understanding of man," Dr. Parks concluded.

The LEGAL TEACHER, sponsored by George Washington University 
Law Students, is a public service program offered to explain laws 
passed by Congress and interpreted by the Courts. Law and Order , 
Criminal Defense . Supreme Court Decisions : These were the issues 
discussed in the presidential campaign of 1968. But to the public 
majority, these issues are still abstract concepts. Everyone wants 
law and order but the way to achieve justice through the legal' 
system in the United States is known by very few private citizens. 

Aimed primarily at the High School senior, the LEGAL TEACHER 
discusses current and controversial issues. The Rights of the 
Accused and the Arrest Process, The Courts - Chronic Alcoholics 
and Drug Addicts, The Court System - State and Federal, Juvenile 
Court System, and the Legal Profession are some of the subjects 
that are discussed. When the LEGAL TEACHER visits a school, he 
replaces the regular teacher for a class period. A lecture on a 
chosen topic is followed by student questions and discussion.

ADULT BASIC EDUCATION INSTITUTE EVALUATED 

Results of an Institute for Administrators of Adult Basic Education held at 
George Washington University in Washington, D.C. during August indicate that 
participants prefer workshop-type conferences for experienced personnel in Adult 
Basic Education, as opposed to a combined conference for new and experienced persons. 

The 69 participants rated as successful, the format of the Institute which 
included some 28 speakers, small group and state meetings and agency visits. 

The Institute, held from Aug. 5 through Aug. 16 is part of the Summer Adult 
Basic Education Training Program, sponsored by the U.S. Office of Education. 

Representing eight states in the Region (Maryland, Virginia, the District of 
Columbia, Kentucky, West Virginia, North Carolina, Puerto Rico and the Virgin Islands), 
the participants were divided into five groups, which met under the direction of 
advanced students in adult education. These groups discussed topics which had been 
assigned. State meetings were also held to acquaint participants from each state 
with their fellow instructors and also ABE plans in the state. The state groups also 
discussed information pertaining to the various local problems. Also included in 
the total program were speakers selected for a particular area of interest and 
experience in Adult Education.

Among the six objectives for the conference, participants felt that the one 
geared toward developing an understanding of the concept of and the broad purposes 
of Adult Basic Education was most fully achieved. 

Other objectives included: gaining familiarity with a wide range of govern¬ 
mental and non-governmental programs at the national, state, and local levels to 
which community programs of ABE might relate; gaining an awareness of the possi¬ 
bilities and advantages of incorporating new approaches, methods, media and 
technologies into local programs; becoming aware of the kinds of staff needed, as 
well as learning to select the type of personnel required; developing ability to 
plan effective local programs within the context of state plans for ABE and improving 
skills or organizations, administration, evaluation and communication in regard to 
local ABE programs. 

Coordinated by the College of General Studies at George Washington, the 
Institute is one of the activities sponsored by the U.S. Office of Education, in 
an attempt to control the increasing rate of adult illiteracy. The acute shortage 
of trained teachers and lack of adult-oriented instructional materials for ABE 
places an extra burden on those qualified instructors. Institutes such as the one 
at George Washington, acquaint instructors with national and especially regional 
problems which must be corrected.

COMPUTER EXPERT JOINS GWU . . 

SCHOOL OF ENGINEERING AND APPLIED SCIENCE 


Computer expert Guenther Hintze has been appointed 
to a professorship at the George Washington University 
School of Engineering and Applied Science. In making 
the announcement, Dr. Harold Liebovvitz, dean, said Hintze 
will teach advanced and graduate courses and work with 
the university’s research staff for systems analysis. 

For almost 23 years prior to joining GWU, Hintze 
was director of Analysis and Computation Directorate, 
National Range Operations, at White Sands Missile Range. 
While at WSMR, he was instrumental in the establishment 
of their Flight Simulation Laboratory in 1958. In this 
lab missiles were ’’fired on paper" for a fraction of the 
cost of a real missile. Through paper-testing pertinent 
information relative to missile design, behavior and 
capabilities could be gained. 

Since 1958, in addition to missile work, he taught 
a computer and systems analysis course at the University 
of Texas at El Paso. In 198S Hintze wrote Fundamentals 
for Digital Machine Computing , a basic text for training 
computer users.

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Hintze believes that the university has a valuable 
service to offer government and industrial agencies that 
have a need for modern systems analysis of highly complex 
systems. He said he hopes that his experience in this 
field will be instrumental in attracting computer research 
work to GY/. 

Hintze was awarded an honorary doctor’s degree 
by New Mexico State University in 19S2. This was for 
his encouragement of a graduate study program between 
the university and V/SMR and for his original contribution 
to the non-destructive testing of large systems. 

3orn and reared in Breslau, Germany, Hintze received 
his masters in electrical engineering in 1929 from 
Technological College there. He came to the United States 

in 1945. 

Hintze and his wife Else live in Georgetown. They 
have three grown children.
